Petriflrd objects are found in a great 


many sections of the world, most ot 
them fu sections where limestone is 
prevalent 


Petrified wood I»-qtjlte commaa. Bits 


of wood, pieces Of bark and snail 
twites are the more common, but in 
some places whole logs are found, and 
these are so well petrified as to show 
the baric as perfect os when tb* tree 
wa« growing. Different kinds of weed 
petrify. 
H depends more on tne 


iflttonnt of lime than on the quality of 
timber. 


IB Arizona whole trees are petrified. 


and, 
in fact, whole forests hare been 


turned Into stone, ana some wonderful 
specimens are to be found there. Tne 
petrified trees are sometiaiea cut tip 
and converted Into various articles of 
value. 


Petrified moss Is found in many 


places. It is very beautiful. Petrified 
grasses, leaves of tress ssd petrified 
outs and fruits have been discovered 
in some places. Petrified reptiles and 
small animals have also been fonsd. 


Cobs from which tbe grains of corn 


have been removed make rather curi- 
ous petriflcatlons. One of tbe moat cu- 
rious found Is that of a piece of honey- 
comb turaed into solid stone, but 
showing every honey cell perfectly 
shaped and equally distributed Just as 
tbe honey bees had built It If the 
comb had contained boaey tbe water 
bod dissolved that for tbe cells were 
empty.

ger lies in the stagnation of blood and 
paralysis resulting from the changn of 
atmosphere.

face of the earth bears up an ateon- 
pberic pressure of fifteen pounds to the 
inch, men In the locks benr a pressure 
of from fifteen to tlfty pounds of com- 
pressed air. according to the depth. 
The heaviest pressure ever worked un- 
der was borne by five divers on the 
Swedish const—*lsty-the pounds. Four 
of these died a few minutes after com- 
ing out 


While, as a general thing, tbe diver 


stands not nearly the amount of pres- 
sure and seldom stays down more than 
two hours, the meu !u tbe Hudson 
river tunnel stood a pressure of forty- 
six pounds and worked in four hour 
shifts. Some men stayed down twenty 
hours at a stretch, but djd not work all 
the time, and Superintendent Hasklns 
stayed down once twenty-four bourn.

Cutting a hole and building a tunnel 


through water Is an extremely difficult 
thing and by many was thought to be 
impossible. Still it was done ia the 
case of th« Hudson river tunnel, and 
tbe method is very interesting 


The work on tbe tunnel bod pro- 


gressed until a body of water was 
struck. Sow to tunnel through this 
hole of water was a puzzling question. 
It wns done in this way: A so called 
balloon was constructed by making « 
netting of wire rope and covering this 
netting with Canvas. The Interior of 
the balloon was then filled with blue 
clay and salt bay. 
When filled the 


balloon, thirty feet in diameter, weigh- 
ed 140 tons 
The hole of water was 


tben located, and wltb the aid of a 
huge steam derrick tbe balloon was 
dropped Into tbe hole. Tben severs I 
scow ioads of dirt were dumped down 
on to tbe balloon and tbe wboie thing 
left to settle. 


At the end of ten days the work of 


cutting through the balloon 'was be- 
gun. This was a very difficult Job. An 
idea of what bard cutting it was may 
be gained from the fact that it took 
two moaths to dig through the thirty 
feet—£t Louis Glebe-Democrat.
